From the wreck observed lati- 
tude 12° 48’ N., two of the Seven Pagodas bearing 8.W., and the extremes of the land 
from North to 8. by W., off shore about 4 miles. The Nancy, Captain ‘Jamison, which 
anchored near us. to assist in saving the treasure, had two cables cut by the foul ground; 
aud H.M.S. Sea-horse near her, parted a cable.”
